This is a pleasing con- 
dition of affairs, because it insures good fields 
of starters made up of the proved best horses of 
the day, and nothing better could be asked for 
by those who are looking forward with keen 
anticipation to the revival of the glories of rac- 
ing over the great South Side course.

California promises to send along Fonsavannah, 
Count of Flanders, Eddie Jones, Borgia, Bitter 
Root and Midian, all winners of distinction over 
the San Francisco tracks. The east contributes 
Mirthful and Warrenton, two sturdy colts of 
proved speed and resolution. Three fillies. 
Alleviate, Eva Rice and Lizzie Cavalier will try 
to equal the renown won by Modesty in the 
first American Derby. The season is early yet 
and horse form is subject to striking changes. 
If the race was to be decided now. Plaudit 
would be the rankest of favorites, but who can 
tell what new stars may gleam out before the 
end of June? John Bright, Pink Coat, Van Ant- 
werp, Sacket, Frank Thompson, Gibraltar, Ban- 
nockburn and Duke of Haven. Here is a world 
of promising material. Secretary Howard can 
look confidently forward to a Derby field more 
than equal to that which drew more people to 
see Rey el Santa Anita gallop home alone in 
1894, than ever went to see the decision of a 
Brooklyn, Suburban or a Futurity. 

The handicaps have drawn all the good horses 
of the west and are bound to produce splendid 
contests. The Wheeler has naturally attracted 
the largest entry list, but the Oakwood and 
Great Western have material that insures races 
up to the past standard of these important 
events. The task of apportioning an equitable 
assignment of weight to the grand list of horses 
engaged is no light one, but Secretary Howard 
will be found equal to the occasion. Flying 
Dutchman, Fervor, Simon W, The Roman, 
Installator, Vinctor, Candelaria, Salvable, 
Dr. Sheppard. Imp, Fonsavannah, Paul Griggs, 
Salvado, Bannockburn, Buck Massie, Judge 
Denny, Carnero, Satsuma, King’s Counsel, 
Lieber Karl, Macy, Greyhurst, Fleur de Lis, 
White Frost, Buckvidere, Collins, Dunois, On 
Deck, Typhoon II, Bliss Rucker, Redskin, 
Fleischman, Elusive, Algol, Schiller, are among 
the shining names that will engage his consider- 
ate attention before long. 

The other stakes will be the subject of com- 
ment in Daily Racing Form later. The flower 
of the western 3-year-old fillies will be found in 
the Englewood Stakes, while the events for 
2-year-olds have secured all the good ones in 
training.
